London, April 15. 
Tibet, the world’s most 
isolated country, is mobilising 
Oo great crusade {to halt the 
inroads. of Communism into 


‘the Buddhist ‘world, authorities 


in touch with the Government 
at Lhasa reported today. 

From the Dalai Lama's Potatin 
in Lhasa, hundreds of “living 
Buddhas” were said to be fan- 
ning out beyond Tibet's borders 
to principal lamaseries tn the 
neighbouring provinces, Within 
Tibet, a recruiting drive was sald 
to be underway to mobilise the 
biggest army In Tibetan history. 

The 73 year ald Regent, 
Hothokthu Takdag Pandit, was 
said to have declared "Come 
wnat; may, wo shall resist agerce- 
sion,’ 

Along. 2,000 miles of Tibet's 
borders, Teaching from Northorn 
Khmir, along South to Sikkim, 


‘| the Kingdom of Nepal and Hutan 


Province to Burma, furcapped 
emissarles of the Dalai Lama 
were sald to be riding their-shog- 
RY ponies and recruiting the Bud- 
dhist peoples who acknowledge 
the boy Lama -as their spiritual 
head, 

These “living buddhas" arc 
carrying a message exhorting the 
Dalai Lama's spiritual followers 
to be in readiness to carry out 
orders: thnt will be given them, 
according to the authorities here. 


In Lhasa, the aged Regent 
and his retinue of hereditary 
nobles were sald to be planning 
the heaviast defence budget the 
country has ever known, not 
only to arm 
. fence force but to mobillac the 
followers of the “True 
Buddha" throughout Asta to 
realest Communtsm, 


But they ure also hoping to es- 
tablish among all Buddhists that 
the/Dalai Lama in Tibet, and not 
the 13-year-old Panchen Lama 
in Kumbum, China, {s the true 
incarnation of Buddha. They say 
the Panchen .“Lama has never 
been inside Tibet and that'he js 
nothing but a Chinese stooge in- 
stalled by trickery and force. 

The Regent of Tibet was said 
to be starting forceful’ military 
measures within Tibet, including 
the conscription of one man from 
cach family of the Dolai Lama's 
adherents. Those which have no 
man to spare are being made to 
pay an indemnity or to hire a 


substitute.—United Press,

Frederick Seitz, research professor of phyvsles 


at the University of 


Illinois, answers those 


two questions in the Bulletin of the Atomic - 
Scientists. Dr. Seitz's answer to both questions .

If he persuades enough of ‘his 
colleagucs, his article may-be re- 
membered as one of the most 
important of our time. 

Frederick Seitz, aged 38, went 
to Illinois after posts at the 
Universittes of Rochester (N.Y.) 
and Pennsylvania, a job with 
‘General Electric and chairman- 
ship of the physles department at 
Carnegle Toch. During the war 
he worked in the Manhattan 
Project, helping to develop 
atomic piles. Later he directed 
the Oak Ridge, Tennessee, In- 
stitute of Nuclear Studies. 

He belleves his 
should take two steps to support 
“Western civilisatlon:”. 

1—Seek world-wide peace, 

2—Do research for war, 

He calls for a new government 
agency to organise research, just 
as the OSRD— the Olice” of 
Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment, headed by Dr. Vannevar 
Bush—successfully did during 
World War I. 

Prof. Seitz warned in 1046 that 
“a foreign nation” could very 
possibly .overtake America within 
five years. Now he makes two 
maitt points: .

1. Russia seems to be de- 
veloping atomic energy « “at

He will consider 
any vigorous peace plans within 
or without the United Nations, 
including world. or - Atlantic 
union, He would continue to sup- 
port nqn-Communist nations, 

He will support international 
disarmament, if all nations 
disarm, and if inspection ia. ade- 

quate. To bargain, he would-be 
willing, - Vike Senator McMahon,

He does not believe America 
can afford to refrain from acce- 
lerating her arms programme 
beyond 1950.

PROBLEMS IN 
MALAYA 


The campaign in Malaya 
takes ona new urgency in 
view of the rapid deterioration 
of the cold war. Many must 
be feeling that a turning-point 
has been reached in the Asian 
aspect of this.conflict similar 
to the change brought about 
after Hitler had overrun 
Czechoslovakia in, 1939. This 
time it is caused by.the pace 
of events in China—which 
seems to have gone over com- 
pletely to the Kremlin camp— 
and the reaction of the Re- 
publicans in the United States 
thereto, 

The third year of the 
struggle against the terrorists 
in Malaya is not far distant. 
Two costly years have been 
almost wasted insofar as 
visible results are concerned. 
Indeed, the one thing that did 
impress the world was the 
response to the call for 
volunteers in the Anti-Bandit 


‘Month. Pretty nearly. halt 


the male population of Malaya 
responded — actually almost 
the entire Malay male ‘popi- 
lation, for in spite of the 
backing the movement recciv- 
ed from the leaders of the 
Straits Chinese, 90 per cent of 
those who enrolled were 
Malays. Even so, the Chin- 
ese volunteers must have been 
twenty times as many as the 
armed bandits, So either 
way it is a most convincing 
demonstration of popular sup4 
port for the Government.

If the dangers which Mackin- 
der foresaw are coming, about, 
there is also one factor re- 
inforclng the strength of tho 
Rimland which Mackind’ did 
not foresee and which has come 
Into operation, This Is. the 
prodigious economic strength 
the United States. Mackinder 
rightly regarded America 38 a 
sea power, But it hos an in- 
dustrial power relative to the 
rest of the world,’ greater than 
that which any sca power has cn- 
toyed before—greater even than 
England's in Its most prosperous 
days. : a4 , 


This immense productive 
capacity of America is .the 
supreme fact of power: politics 
of our day. It cuts across 
analysis of Mackinder, Even If 
the Heartland should become 
politically united, and even if 
Its communications should be 
miraculously well organised, the 
Rimtand, so Tong as it works in 
conjunction ‘with America, will 
BUIl enjoy superior power, at least 
mobilisable if not mobilised. 


Rimlands do _ not therefore 
have to despair, But if they are 
to safeguard themselves against 
the Heartland, they must under- 
stand what thelr true position 
ig, Mackinder's writings are one 
of the most illuminating guides
